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SUMMARY OF THE METEOROLOGIOAL AND! RAINFALL OBSERVATI 
TAKEN IN BENGAL FOR THE WEEK ENDING FRIDAY, THE 20re | 


MARCH 1885. 


A marxen feature in the meteorological conditions of the past week ps, Seon the 
oscillatory character of the barometer movements. On the 14th there were some indications 
of the high pressure, which has now prevailed over Bengal for some time, giving way, a 
depression having apparently formed over North Bengal, but the disturbance proved 
temporary, and on the 15th the barometer was rising again throughout the whole Provi 
briskly in the north. On the following day there was again a downward oscillation of pres, 
and on the 17th and 18th a brisk recovery, after which the barometer continued to fall steadily” 
till the close of the week. ‘The wind has been somewhat unsteady, but the prevailing direc. 
tion in Orissa and the south of the 24-Pergunnahs has been south- westerly, in Midnapore and 
Burdwan north-westerly, in Behar south-westerly and in Hazaribagh north-westerly, These 
falls of the barometer, due to oscillations of pressure common to almost all parts of the 
country, and not to local depressions, were unaccompanied by any rain of importance. 
At Darjeeling, Cuttack and Gopalpore there were showers of about half an inch, and in 
East Bengal slight thunderstorms occasioned rather heavy falls at Chittagong and Noakholly. 

Pressure, as in previous weeks, has been decidedly above the average. The excess is now 
as great in Hast and North Beggal as in Behar, and the variations throughout the whole 
Province range from 0:063 inch at Cuttack to 0°085 inch at Dacca. The average excess 
equals 0°072 inch, which shows a further rise as compared with last week. * 

The variations of temperature from the average have been irregular, The highest 
reading throughout the Province was 101°3° at Rampore Beauleah. 

Rainfall, as above noticed, has been almost entirely absent, the only falls of importance 


having occurred in the thunderstorms in East Bengal.

Tu most prominent feature in the meteorology of the past week has been the rapid 

reduction of atmospheric pressure. Wuring the previous week pressure had been very 

decidedly above the normal, and the excess pressure had been increasing even above that 
which had been recorded hitherto; thus the average excess pressure during the weck ending ~ he 
on the 20th instant was no less than 0072”, but the excess during the present week has 

fallen to 0:014”. 

Wor the first three days of the present weck the only noticeable features were the 

steadily reducing pressure, and the gradaally increasing temperature, With the reducing 

pressure buric gradients gradually increased, and southerly moist wiads gradually extend- 

ed over almost the whole Province. On Tuesday, the 24th instant, pressure continued to fall 

even more rapidly, the fall heing particularly rapid in Western Bengal and Uhutia Nagpur, oe 

where in some cases it equalled a tenth of aninch, This rapid reduction of pressure accom- PYG 

panied the formation of a shallow area of barometric depression over Behar, around which ! 
there was a distinct tendency to cyclonic circulation of winds. On the following day, the 25th, 

pressure continued to fall, and the barometric depression was apparently passing from Behar 

to North Bengal, for the wind at Patna was north-west. at Hazaribagh it wae west, at Burd- 

wan it was south, and at Purneah it was east, thus showing a distinctly cyclonic circulation. 

On Thursday, the 26th instant, pressure for the only time during the week commenced to rise, 

but the wind directions showed that the weather was distinctly influenced by the barometrié 

depression which slowly extended in a south-easterly direction, while at the same time small 

areas of depression appeared to form in South-West Bengal and Cachar. On the 27th, or the 

last day of the week, the area of depression in Behar, Chutia Nagpur and Central Bengal 

was distinctly marked, and was also accompanied by a slight tendency to cyclonic circulation 

of wind. It will thus be seen that, with the exception of one day, pressure has steadily 

decreased throughout the week, and in most districts, except Hast Bengal, it is now not far 

removed from the normal, In South Behar and Chutia Nagpur pressure has been during the 

week just equal to the average ; in South-West Bengal, North Behar and Orissa pressure has 

been only about one-hundreth of an inch above the normal, while in East Bengal the average 

pressure has been nearly four-hundredths above the normal. 

Temperature on the whole has been steadily rising throughout the week, but, perhaps 

scarcely so rapidly as is usual in the southern districts; and thas, while the temperature in 

Orissa, South-West and East Bengal has been somewhat below the normal, in Behar and 

Chutia Nagpur it has been rather above the normal. Maximum temperatures have, how- 

ever, very decidedly increased during the week, and in some cases very high temperatures 

have been recorded, Thus, on the 27th instant, Midnapore reported a temperature of nearly ° 

108°, while Cuttack, Gya and Chybassa reported temperatures between 101° and 102°. 

As has been noticed above, the weather conditions began to be slightly disturbed on the 

25th instant, and on this day, as well as on some of the previons days of the weck, some showers ¥ 

of slight importance only were reported. As the disturbed conditions became more ibampes 

on the 26th, heavy rain, accompanied frequently by thunderstorms, became more general, an ; 
rain was reported from many stations in South-West, East and North Bengal. On the 27th, Ku 





however, rain was general only in North Bengal, and particularly in the hill districts of that ies 4 
division.

Such reports 
could not always afford that sense of security which was essential to an 
honest, conscientious and independent discharge of duty. As a matter of fact, 
the security might be perfect, still the sense of its existence would be 
Wanting. It was well known that, notwithstanding the utmost anxiety of 
Government to prevent the dismissal of clerks on frivolous or insufficient 
grounds, and the repeated orders and circulars which had been issued 
froin time to time, many people did suffer the heavy punishment of ais- 
-missal for small or trivial faults. Such an occurrence in an honorary elected 
office would dvter all good men from offering themselves as candidates and 
undergoing the trouble and expense of canvassing. ,If the experiment was 
designed to be successful, it should be ushered in in such a way as to induce 
and able people to come forward, and all cause of apprehension should be 
carefully avoided. The odium of expulsion was great, and it should not be 
allowed to be inflicted on any one without a sufficient and well-defined cause, 
and the clause as it now stood did not provide this. He resorted, therefore, to

involved in the Bill, the results of these elections throughout the country 
satisfy us that we were right in our view that the people would accept the 
measure with satisfaction, and that they would act up to the privileges which 
were given to them in a right and proper spirit. 

We have now come to a much larger measure—a measure which deals with 
the internal administration of the ey in various aspects. I know 
that there are several persons who still hold the opinion that our action 
is premature in this respect, and that it would have been wiser in a 
country like India to retain for a much longer time the system of direct and 
personal government. For myself, I must say that I have always held, con- 
sistently think, that the time has come when, having regard to the education, 
culture, and experience which we have now given to the people in the 
administration of public affairs, we should © measures to secure their 
co-operation to some extent in district administration, and that there are no 
risks whatever in our doing so in the direction which our Bill has taken. 
If Ihave differed from those who think that the Bill does not go far enough, 
I do so on thé grounds, which satisfy myself at least, that we are dealing with 
a new principle of administration, and not only so, but that we are dealing with 
men a are untried, and who are new to the applicatian of those principles. 
And therefore, if you desire success, the best course in my judgment to 
secure that success 1s to advance tentatively and cautiously in the application 
of a measure like this. The Council are aware that we have extended the full 
privileges of the Bill to some sixteen districts of this large province of Bengal, 
and they will note, having regard to the names of those districts, that they 
apply chiefly to what I may call the metropolitan districts of the province, 
sac we have good grounds for accepting the conclusion that education has 

done.its work, and that we have a people ready to assume the powers and to 
discharge the duties which the Bill will place in their hands, and to that extent 

we. have given the full privileges of the law tothem. Ihave not thought it , 

wise to go further, but it will be obvious. to every one that, while we restrict 

by law the full privileges of the Bill to a certain limited number of districts, 
we do not thereby exclude from ourselves in our executive capacity the right 
to extend those privileges to sub-divisions and places to which, after conference 
with the local authorities and after taking local opinions and advice, we ma 
think it justifiable to extend them.
